The new wells at Jennings are the 
Heywood Oi| Company's No. 2 and the 
Tierce No. 3. The Heywood well 
came in on October 26 and has been 
making 7,000 barrels a day. The Tierce 
well came in on October 18 and, like 
the West Virginia No, 1, wrecked the 
derrick and threw out great quantities 
of sand. This well is now flowing 
through a 12-inch. pipe into a ditch, 
the oi! being pumped up into the tanks. 
The Heywood No. 2 is flowing into 
settling tanks.

Precautions Against Fire. 


On the field the Jennings Oil Com- 
pany is installing an electric light 
plant which will furnish 1,500 incades- 
cent lights. A field telephone system 
is also being constructed. All the 
timber has been cleared from the gully 
south of the field and substantia! 
bridges have been constructed. The 
earthen tanks on the syndicate prop- 
erty have been fenced in with barbed 
Wire and a watchman’s tower has 
been erected from which a constant 
scrutiny of the reservoirs full of oi! 
is maintained. It is proposed to place 
a search light on this tower in order 
to aid the watchman at night. The 
danger of fire is considered the great- 
est risk that is run in storing oj] in 
open reservoirs, and every precaution 
is being taken to minimize the chante 
of damage from this The 
entire field is in good shape, and quite 
unlike the usual Texas field, where 
wells are drilled close together, mak- 
ing it difficnit to control the gas and 
waste oil.

How Declining Production Is Affecting 
Operations. 

The extent of the falling off in pro- 
duction in Texas has hardly been ap- 
preciated. At Batson the decrease 
had been gradual up to the first of 
last month. Four wells which made 
400 barrels a day in September pro- 
duced less than 100 barrels a day in 
October. The Heywood Oil Company 
found that it could not, make money 
out of its production, at prevailing 
prices, and leased its wells on half 
royalty. This company did the same 
thing at Sour Lake. One of the officers 
of a company which has had a big 
share of the Batson production from 
the start is quoted as saying that his 
company has not made any money im 
two months. Another company, the 
Maryellen, which has had excellent 
wells, will shut down its Batson prop- 
erty until prices reach a figure that 
will make it profitable to operate. The 
Higgins Oi] & Fuel Company, in 2 
letter accompanying the quarterly divi- 
dend which was sent out last month, 
said to its shareholders: “With re- 
gard to the general condition of the 
company, will state that our produc- 
tion in the Spindletop (Beaumont) and 
Sour Lake fields continues te decrease 
and our wells et Batson also show 
some falling off.” 

Turning Back to Spindietop.

The derrick and surrounding land 
are by this time quite thoroughls 
grease with the oil which has beer 
blown from this well, and it is eviden 
no ! ] Cal t ne in flow of 
gas diminishes. Once or twice during 
he jast nine days the well has been 
choked f a few honurs—not long! 
enough, however, to flood the well with 
water 

The two wells which have reached 


the greatest depths are Barrett No. 2, 
which was about 960 feet deep on the! 
morning of October 31. A fair show- 
ing of of! is noticed from the forma 
tions which have been penetrated since 
the well reached 900 feet 

The Granberry No. 1, which is also 
known as the Staiti well, stopped drill 
ing in a rock at about 950 feet. The 
drillers are now trying to rotate the 
six-inch casing down to that depth, but 
at the last repor they were still thirty 
or forty feet from the desired point 

Various other wells have reached 
depths ranging from 200 to 700 feet 

A small amount of real estate trans- 
fers have been made during the past 
two weeks. prices ranging from $200 
to $2,000 per acre, depending upon 
locations.
